on receipt of this news that we vou 
tared to express our suspicions of the 
bona fides of the whole affair, aud the 
possiblity that oue or both of them 
might be reported dend—probably with 
the counivance of the authorities. We 
are now informed that Wei Jung. 
kuang, the Governor of Kinngsu, has 
made a report to the Throne, to the 
effect that a servant of Ts‘ui ‘T'sun-y’ 
—oue of the officials ordered up from 
Yunnan—has announced to him the 
death of his master from illness at a 
Place called Tan-t'u Hsien in this pro- 
vince, while on his way to report him- 
Mf at Aubai. circumstance is in 
f a little curious, but it is reudered 
still more suspicious by the fot that 
the report is a month late.

With regard to Pt 
oollengno of Te'ni, Ts'én Yit-ying, the 
Aoting Governor-General of the Yiin- 
kuei Provinces, reported some time ago 
that “he had not returned to Yéiunan ;"

Goveruor of Hunan, of which provinoe 
Pran is a native, and the other high 
officers upou the route, to ascertain the 
whereabouts of tho truant official with 
all spoed and to detach officers to bring 
him to Peking. Tho case is one of 
those in which there are wheels within 
wheels; and it would be highly ia- 
teresting were we able to obtain a 
glimpse of what is really going on be- 
hiud the scenes, With the exception 
of one fact, all wo know is what as 
appenred upon the sabject in the Peking 
aud everybody is aware that 
the Gazette ia compiled simply to tell 
the pablio what tho Imperial advisers 
i the public to know, or at least to 
k, Bat the fact to which we have 
just referred, and which ns somehow 
or other leaked out, is a very carious 
one. It is stated on good authority 
that one, at least, of the missing men 
—Te'ui Tsun-yi—who is now reported 
dead iu the province of Kiangsu, was 
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kuown to be actually in Peking up till 
ten days before the appearance of the 
last Deoree. It is therefore impossible 
to deny that the whole affair has 
ingly equivocal appearance,

be said of the Chinese as individuals, 
seems to have but one standard of

It cost, therefore, it must 
if por ible ‘ve reserved inviolate, aud 
the difficalty tided over as best it may. 
It is however to be hoped that the 
lesson will not be lost on those who 
in the greatest need of profiting 
by it. Weare constantly being tronted 
in the Peking Gazette to virtuous 
Memorials impeaching some provincial 
officer of corruption, and to equally 
virtuous Edicts in reply, in which His 
Majesty is made to express horror at 
the revelation and to command immes 
diate and stringent investigations in 
order that the ranks of officialdom may 
be kept pure, We believe we are not 
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far wrong in eaying thet out of ten 
accusations of bribery brought by cen- 
sors against officials, nine have boon 
prompted by secondary motives alto- 
gethor. Wo bolieve that every official 
in the Empire—with the bare exesption 
necessary to prove tho rule—bribes 
and ia bribed. We believe that the 
results of official investigations ordered 
by the Emperor aro in usarly overy 
case coloured very strongly, oither in 
favour of the accased or against him, 
by the samo process. Now the abuse 
has reached euch a height of flagranoy 
that au Imperial Prinoe is openly acous- 
ed of the eame crime, and the Govera- 
montehrinks from oxamining the charge. 
It looks as if the suspected members of 
the Board of Revenue, who are also 
mombors of the Grand Conucil, are to 
eevape tho trial which overy uncorrupt 
man would demand, proferring to carry 
tho stigma of an unproven but unre- 
butted chargo about with thom rather 
than risk a publio scandal, not to men- 
tion the prospect of baaishment and 
even ‘ postroads.’” Tho spectacle is not 
an edifying ono, and it is to be hoped 
that in apite of what looks eo mach like 
chioanory and evasion the accusations 
will eventually bo sifted to the ground, 
and tho character of the Chinese 
Govornment for even-handed justice 
vindicated in the eyes of its subject

Haeting, Capt, Lancaster, which 
arrived ou Friday evening, reports having 
loft ‘Tiontain on tho 10th inst. ; the Et 
Dorado was then in port aud she met the 
Pautah in the river, Capt. Lancaster adds 
that ho exporioneed fresh southorly winds 

‘and fine weather throughout the passage. 

‘A telegram was received on Tuesday 
morning by the Chiua Merchauts' S. N. Go, 
stating that the 8.8. Pautah was sigualled 
at Taku on tho 10h. She ouly made a 
distance of 12 li during that day avd in 
the evening stuck fast in the ice. Iuforma- 
tion was also received to the effect that tho 
8.4 El Dorado was also frozen in, 

‘Pho 8.8, Bl Dorato arrived from Taku 
about 5 o'clock on Monday eroning, and 
Capt. Young has kindly favoured us with the 
following particulars, It appoara that the 

jontsin at 11.30 a.m, ou Mou- 
day last, the-11th inst. In going down the 
river sho passed large blocks of ice, which 
increased iu number and thickness until 
her arrival at tho Niue Fort Bend, which 
she reached about G p.m. the same day. 
Here hor passage was completely blocked. 
A number of cvulies were at onco employed, 
and with their assisianco a chanuol was 
dug through which the steamer Ww: 
to pass at 9 
round two ben 
ing plenty of ico, and again stuck fast 
atZa.m, on Tuesday, Qsolies were once 
more set to work aud a channel ayain dug, 
through which the ship passed on Tuesday 
night. About 10 a.m, on Wednesday last 
she again stuck fast about hulf way down 
tho river. ‘Thoy worked day and night, 
cleared the uext morning aud arrived at 
‘Taku bend, cutting through ice all U 
time, about noon ou Thursday last. 
Here, tho ico being very thick, they 
again a til 1 whon, after pa- 
tiontly digit 
‘They then anchored for the night and on 
Friday morning weut alongside the China 
Merchants’ wharf to discharge cargo. 
‘They left ‘Taku at 4 p.m. tho samo after- 
noon, arrived at Chefoo at 10 a.m. on 
Saturday and left at 6.30 p.m. tho samo 
day, arriving here as stated above. During 
the passage they had strong N. and N.\W. 
winds ; the cold was intense, the thermo- 
motor going down at one time to 8°. We aro 
glad to hear that no damage has been aus- 
tained by tho vessel. Sho brought 130 
Chinese and a fow foreign passengers. 
Captain Young states that when last he 
heard of the Pautah she was stuck fast 
at Sin-si-ku with vory little hope of 
getting clear.

goods at Ningpo, and to the controlling 
monopoly in it which the guild has estab- 
ished, should bo read by the Ministors at 
Poking, It appears from a remark made 
by the Commissioner that the CI 
merchants dealing in opium at Ningpo, 
not ouly combine against the foreigner 
Dub against thoso of their own couutry- 
men who do not belong to their own 
The opium trade is monopolized 
yy Ningpo aud Fukien men, who exercise 
groat power both within and without their 
own circle, aud when a Siwatow man at- 
tempted to establish an opium hong some 
time since, all Local dealings with him were 
forbidden by the Fukion merchants, and. 
thoir commands were implicitly obeyed by 
every one, including foroign firms. 

‘The following notice hay been recently 
placed in the public Ollice of the Customs 
hore, aud is of tho greatest importance not 
only’ to tho trade affected by it but to the 
whole foreign mercantile community in

‘Phe most importantclause is No.3, by which 
some incceuse in the duty on plauks over 
threo inches in thickness will be levied. 
‘Pho now duty may not be much in excess 
of thy old one, but that is nut the question 
Dotiveen the importers of timber, the re- 
presentativos of the Treaty powers, and 
the Imperial Customs. Certain duties 
were agreed to in 1858 between the Plenipo- 
tontiaries of Grout Britain, France, and the 
Vnited States and the Ghiness Cominis- 
sioners, and the tariff then consented to 
can only be altered by mutual agreement 
among the same powers. It does not liv 
within the province of the Imperial Cus- 
toms to change the scale of duties on 
the articles which are specified in the 
‘Pariff, oud all attempts at doing so should 
be promptly resisted by the Ministers at 
Peking. We are glad to leacu that a 
protest signed by th firms here which are 
Bngaged in the lamber trade has beew 
sent to the Capital, and we hops to leacn 
soon that the uotilication has been with- 
Arawn, aud the former, and legal, scale of 
duties returued to. As regards the aetuai 
increase in the duties which the notice 
puakes we caunot fiud any two people 










































acquainted with tho timber trade who 
agree as to its amount. We have heard it 
said that the increase is 100 per cent. on 
planks over three inches thick, while 
others have- estimated it at 50 per cent., 
and calculations have beon shown to us 
of the duty on a whole cargo of lumber 
which under the imposed illegal scale 
is only Gk per cont. above tho tariff 
as formerly levied here, when superficial 
feet wore calculated. “Again, we have 
been informed that only planks of loss 
than one inch in thickness are being 
charged a higher duty than heretofore, 
aud that on the whole the new scale 
is to the advautage of all but the 
thinnest planks. But the amonnt of illegal 
duty sought to be imposed on tho timber 
trade hero has uothing to do with the 
right of the Customs to increase the 
tariff, and we hope that all the Foreign 
Ministers will unite in steong opposition 
to this action of the Customs, 

‘A Correspondentsignin; 
merchant? writos to us as follows :— 
remarks on the now-fangled idea of levying 
duty on softwood planks appear to be based 
on @ partial misunderstanding of tho case. 
The tariff fixes the duty leviable on soit 
wood plauks at Hk, Tis, 0.7.0.0 per 1,000 
square fevt, aud thicknesses and special 
rates of thicknesses have nothing to do 
with tho asvessment of duty until the tari? 
is worded ditferently, On reference to the 
tariff you will obsorve that the duty collected 
ou hardwood planks is por Hundred Pianks ; 
no mention 1s unade of feet, and therefore 
hardwood and softwood planks are treated 
on a ditferent footing. ‘Tho Customs au- 
thorities are not ouly confounding thy two 
descriptions of plauks, bat they are altec- 
ing the tariff, aud this they have uo power 
to dv, as they will no doubt shortly find 
out.”—As we did not discuss the question 
of thickness aud special rates of, or for, 
thickwess in our remarks yesterday, wo are 
not prepared to ackuowledye that there 
was auy partial misunderstanding of the 
case in what we said. What we did say 
agreed with the last portion of our Corres- 
poudent’s letter—viz., that the Customs 
have no power witatever to alter the duties 
fixed by the tariff.

At first, adds the Japanese 
paper, we doubted the success of that 
scheme, but ou the contrary, this extraor- 
dinary sum has been collected by six arigato 
parties, and is to be entrusted to the 
Government, which will employ it, ‘The 
power of religion is a mysterious thing 
indeed, 

‘The following particulars of the Typhoon 
at Hud, 21st 22nd October, aro from the 
China Mail The typhoon at Hué (21st 
22nd October) was accompanied by several 
remarkable phenomena, At eight o'clock 
on the evening of the 21st the rain began 
falling in torrents, and during the course 
of the night the river rose more than 
soven feet, At midnight the typhoon was 
blowing with terrific force, and whirlwinds 
formed in rapid succession, destroying 

‘thing in their path, The wind reached 
its maximum intensity at abou’ 6 a.m, 
Frequently during tho height of the ty- 
phoon strange and violent noises wore heard, 
which a witness compares to the sound 
produced by the rapid passage of a train 
over an iron bridge. ‘Ihe air seems to 
have been charged with electricity, as 
brilliant flashes and discharges of light. 
ning were coustantly visible ; on the tops 
of the bamboo trees great balls of electri: 
city, resembling Elmo's fire, were 
observed, and fiue streaks of some brilli- 
antly luminous matter were noticed amon; 
the foliage of the caoutchouc trees. All 
the country about Hué was completely 
desolated, and the few plants left standin, 
were absolutely leafless, ‘Che foliago of 
the bamboos and of the trees which had 
esoaped being uprooted, was scorched and 
shrivelled up as if by fire, and somo of the 
trunks themselves were thoroughly cal- 
cined. During the greatest force of the 
typhoon no rain fell. 

‘The Hongkong papers giving the follow- 
ing account of @ now steamer for the 
coast trade :—A fine addition was made 
on the 6th inst. to the boats plying on 
this coast by the arrival of the new steamer 
Whampoa, built for Messrs. Butterfield 
& Swire, ‘The vessel was built by Messrs, 
Scott & Co., of Greenock, and is of 1,109 
tons register, schooner-rigged, and flush 
decked.” Her length over all is 275 feet, 
beam 34 feet, aud 26 feet depth of hold. 
Her engines are the usual compound sur- 
faco condensing, and are of 180 nominal, 
and 150 effective horsepower. From Gree- 
nock to Singapore her speed averaged 10; 
knots. She is built entirely of steel, ani 
has steam steering gear and all the jatest 
itaprovements.

THE COREAN EMBROGLIO. 
Tusrs is reason to believe that the 
diplomatic triamphs in Corea on which 
the Chinese Government is said to 
have plumed itself with so much com- 
placenoy are already beginuing to be 
fruitful of uneasiness and indeed em- 
barrassment, It is not necessary to 
repeat ab length all we bave written 
on the solf-stultification committed by 
China in this Corean business. How, 
somo years ago, she affirmed the abso- 
lute independence of Corea in tho 
most unmistakeable and formal terms ; 
Liow, some months ago, she belied lior 
previous uttorance aud affirmed that 
“Gore had been a Dependency of the 
Ta Teing empire for conturies ;” how, 
some time before that, in 1876, Japau 
had entered into treaty-relations with 
Corea on the basis of the Iatter’s abso- 
Tate indepondence of any other country, 
being possossed of the same sovereign 
rights as Japan herself; how China, on 
the ocourrence of trouble between Coren 
and Japan, interfered to punish the 
oreans, doing so on the ground of her 
alleged suzerainty over them, and 
Kidnapped the principal rebel by 
stealth, instead of dealing with him in 
an opon and judicial maunor as she had 
aright todo if in trath she were the 
sovereign of Coren; how foreign 
Governments have been led to entor 
into treaty-relations with Corea on the 
basis of her independence, only to find 
thomsolves placed in a falso position by 
the impotence of that country to maiu- 
“tain her political isolation from Chinese 
influence; how China herself—to crown 
everything !—is now said to have made 
8 treaty, presumably on equal terms, 
with her own dependency; all those 
fire matters of history, aud fresh 
in the recollection of our readers, 
Now it is hard to believe that any 
statesmon with the reputation for di- 
plomaoy enjoyed by the Ohineso Min. 
isters could have deliberately entered 
Upon 8 course so self-coutradictory, so 
certain to land them in difficulties and 
complications innumerable, as that at- 
tributed to thom in this matter. Bat 
it is harder still to deny that sach is 
actually the case; aud we seo nothing, 
hitherto, at any rate, to support the 
hypothesis that their policy has been 
predetermined and dosigued, nud that 
they have all along bad somo distiuct 
thongh hidden end in view. We are 
driven, in fact, to the couclusion that 
they have so acted through sheer and 
simple iguorance of international law ; 
aud the difficulties that have already 
began to beset them are au indication 
that this view of matter is correct. In 
the first place, we have the complaint 
the Censor Chang Pei-lun. Now this 
is a remarkable document in many 
ways. The Emporor, who may be 
supposed to possess a fall acquaintance 
with the events recoutly transacted in 
Corea in his name, issues an Edict 
giving his formal eanction to every 





thing that was done, and conferring 
hononrs upon those who did it. The 
capture of the Dai Iu Kun and tho 
proclamations of Ma and his colleagues 
are confirmed, and the Chinese emis- 
saries rewarded and praised. The 
memorial of the Censor, therefore, con- 
domuing the actions of Ma,—which 
the Emperor hed already uot only 
approved, bat, in so doing, made his 
own,—amounts really to a coudemna- 
tion of the Imperial policy itself. It 
is clear from this that counsels at the 
Capital are divided ; and the position is 
not made easier for the heads of Gov- 
ernment by the strong attitnde taken 
up by Admiral Euomotto, tho Japauese 
Minister in Peking, who from all we 
hear seems bent on bringing the Chin- 
eseto book. Ofcourse the Government. 
of Japan has a very strong ground of 
complaint against Chiua, ‘That the 
action of China in interfering in Corea 
has a saporficial appenrance of friend. 
liness to the Japanese is true enough ; 
but it is ouly superficial, ‘That that in. 
terferonce was not prompted by friendly 
feelings towards Japan is proved by 
the fact that in the Imperial atterancos 
on the subject the ontrage on the 
Tapanese Legation at Sooal is only 
briefly touched upon in passing, while 
tho bead and front of the offence is 
represented as rebellion towards tho 
King, which it was the daty and pro- 
rogative of the Emperor, as that King’s 
liege and sovereign, to put down. China, 
therefore, is in the position of having 
given the most uumistakeable evidence 
of exercising lordship over # conutry 
with which a third country had entered 
into Troaty-relations ‘on the distinot 
assurance that she was absolutely inde. 
pendeut of any foreign seignory what. 
evor. No wonder the Japanese are 
indignant. After such o display of 
torgiverantion and self-contradiction as 
this, a display which has called forth 
the protest not only of the injared 
countries but of the Peking Ceusorate 
itself, it will be woll for China to walk 
more citoumspectly for the fature,— 
at auy rate until after she has profited 
f little more by the instructions of hor 
foreign advisers on the subject of 
international jarisprudouce. If she 
can act in this way with respect to 
Cores, it is not likely that hor vague 
and fanciful claims upon Liucbia will 
be considered worth farther serious 
notice—claims, such as they are, which 
lay dormant for centuries, aud which 
not even the conquest of the Islands 
by the Princo of Satsuma, and the sub- 
mission of the Kiug to the Shiogtu, 
were able to arouse. If Japau wero 
still guided by the oxploded principles 
of international relationships character- 
istic of Oriental nations in past ages, 
and which still appear to be in vogue in 
China, there would be no objection to 
the system of political polyandry by 
which one wenk state can nostle ander 
the protection of two strong oues; but 
as things are, any such arrangement is 
an anachronism and au impossibility, 
as China is now learning to ber onst. 





THE EDUCATION QUESTION. 
As the Report of the Committeo ap- 
pointed to enquire into the Educational 
condition of the settlement will soon be 
Inid before the public, we take tho 
opportunity of referring to a lettor 
which appears in the Hongkong Daily 
Press of the 9th inst, signed ‘An 
Anxious Fathor.” The writer takes 
for his text the regulations in force at 
the St, Josoph’s (Roman Catholic) 
College in Hongkong, and tho remarks 
ho offers are, we think, as sonsible as 
the disclosures he makes aro strango, 
It has been said that the Jesuit Fathers 
aro loss successful in their training of 
boys than the Sisters aro in dealing with 
gitls, and it is possible that the system 
ou which the ‘Anxious Father’ ani- 
madverts may be to some extent ao- 
countable for the difference. It appears 
from the letter before us that secular 
education, iu the hands of the Christian 
Brothers, is entirely subordinated to 
the religions element. Tho school in 
question opens at nine in the morning, 
and breaks up ata quarter to twelve, 
not re-nssombling till Lalf-past oue, and 
winding up for tho day at four. Thoso 
hours would probably be considered 
short in any onso; for of course, nuy 
oue would imagiue that the timo thus set 
apart for studies was devoted to studies 
and nothing else. But it appears not 
to bo eo at all, In addition to the 
regular morning prayers, “the boys 
are taxed with a short prayor every 
half hour, irrespective of the grave 
studies over which they muy be poriug” 
—besides another half hour, from half. 
past three to four o'clock, which is 
devoted to “religious meditation !” It 
seems scarcely crediblo that any olass 
of mon, assuming tho duties and ro. 
sponsibilities of educating the young, 
should venture so to trifle with their 
time, Thoy may roply that religious 
meditation is a more important thing 
than arithmetioand grammar. That is 
uot to the point. Boys aresent to the 
school to be educated in secular matters 
and not to have their studies broken 
into by being oalled upon to pray at 
odd times, and being set to meditate 
religiously at a certaiu hour in the 
afteruoon, ‘I'he more one thinks of 
this strange systom tho stranger and 
more grotesque it seems, A boy is in 
the middlo of a long and intricate sum, 
or bending his whole mind to some 
lesson in geography or Latin grammar, 
which requires deep and anintermitting 
atleutiou, Suddeuly he is interrupted 
by tho schoolmaster himself,—or the 
rules of the school, which amounts to 
the same thing—to join in “a short 
prayer.” Again ho resumes his task, 
only to be interrupted once more, as soon 
as another half-hour bas elapsed, to say 
another short prayer, At balf-past 
three study is given over altogether, 
and he is then supposed to meditate 
religiously for thirty minutes. How far 
edifying the religious meditation may bo 
of boys whose natural meditations aro 
probably divided between their books 
on the one hand and pegtops and mar. 
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bles on the other, is au interesting 
field for speoulation. It can scarcely 
be of the samo nature ns that of a St. 
Franois or St. Catherine, whom we may 
suppose to have meditated because 
they wore fond of moditating aud not 
because it Lappened to be half-past 
threo iv the afternoon. But the con- 
sideration of this system should be 
vory seriously taken up by parents. 
It is to be prosumed that they pay 
something for the privilego of sending 
their children to school; what do 
they look for in return? Do they 
wish their children to be edacated in 
things that will fit them to earn their 
living, aud take their plneo among men 
of intelligenco and culture? If 80, wo 
fonr that much of their money is wasted. 
We do not bolieve in the results of 
study which is interrupted twice an 
hour to say a short prayer, or in a 
scholastic system under which religious 
meditation by the clock figures as part 
of the curriculum, The suggestions 
with which ‘An Anxious Father’ oon- 
cludes his letter are sensible and to the 
point. ‘They are, first, that the school 
time should be reasonably extended ; 
secondly, that roligious meditation 
during school-times should be abolished, 
and a Sunday-school established as in 
England avd elsowhero for thoso who 
wish to attend, which would provent 
tho boys from idling all their Sundays 
away; and thirdly, “that moro com- 
mercial instruction be afforded to the 
boys, such as history, goography, 
natural productions, moneys, weights, 
and measurements ; aud that detailed 
goneral notions of the vast empire that 
us bo taught, tho best boys 
tution having hitherto mani- 
featod indifference and but a faint idea 
of such important studies.” Wo be- 
lieve that the writer of this letter has 
atruck at the root of the whole matter. 
It is nob necessary to generalise too 
largely ; but there seoms uo doubt that 
in the special instance referred to the 
gront dofects of the system are tho 
suporficial charaoter of the secular in- 
straction and the unreasonable prepon- 
doranco given to the religions element. 
‘Tf these oxist in one Catholic establish- 
mont it is pormissible to supposo they 
may bo found elsewhere, aud we think 
it right that in view of the coming 
ongsion about scholastic matters 














in 
Shanghai the community should bo 
made acquainted with at least one very 
important sido of the subject that will 
be laid bofore them. 





SANITATION IN PEKING. 
‘Tae Capital of Obina appears to bo 
distinguished by two very salient oud 
firat sight contradictory character. 
istios. It enjoys tho reputation of 
being one of the filthiest cities in the 
world, and also one of the healthiest. 
‘Wo believe a recout Correspondent was 
perfectly within the bouuds of truth 
when he said that the rate of mortality 
in Peking compared favourably with 
that of any other city of its size ; aud 
there is no doubt that in spite of the 








appalling smells which porvade the 
atmosphere, and the horrible acoretions 
of seething filth which lie rotting by 
the roadside it is jostly regarded as 
suited to the constitutions of foreiguors, 
Palmonary diseases, it is trae, are apt 
to attack persoua of weak lungs, and 
ophthalmia is prevalent enough. Thess 
spring, we believe, from the exceeding 
dryness of the air and its impregnation 
with fiuo, sharp, particles of dast, which 
boat upon the face daring a high wind 
like a ehower of lillipatian arrows. 
But it is to theso two phenomena that 
Peking primarily owes its repatation 
for salubrity. The atmosphere is gou- 
ernlly speaking intonsely dry, and tho 
feolings of lassitado which are so great 
a drawback to both bodily and meutal 
sprightliness in nm bumid place like 
Shanghai give place to an exhilaration 
aud buoyancy which are eminontly 
suggestive, if not au indication, of 
fino health. The pools of stagnant 
water whiol line the streets aro offen- 
sive to both uose and eyes, but they 
are not dangerous to health as they do 
not give out those noxious and typlioid- 
breeding eflavia which are gonorated 
by closed drains. Iu fact, Poking 
affords an apt illustration of defective 
human arraugements being counter. 
acted by nataral pbonomonn, ‘The 
lightness and porousness of the soil 
onuses it to form a ready-made sievo, 
or filtor, through which all liquid im. 
purities percolate and disappear almost 
as soon as the accumulations take 
place, Even dast-storms ara a beue- 
ficont arrangement of nature. It has 
been stated on medical authority that 
theso exasperating visitations, whioh 
powder tho whole interior of one’s 
house with fino grit and tura a clean 
man into something vory much like a 
chimney-sweep in a few minutes, have 
a distinotly purifying effect upon the 
atmosphere, and that without thom 
Peking would be o very much less 
healthy place than it actually is, In 
fact they are said to purge the air in 
almost the same way as tbo soil purges 
tho water, and disngrocable as their 
prevalouce may be they aro really a 
blessing in disguise. These precautions 
which natare is good enough to take 
on bobalf of those who are so careless 
of themselves are supplemented by a 
practice in vogue among the people, 
which, while it excites the disgast of 
Enropeans, nevertheless plays no un- 
important part in hygienics. We refer 
to the linbit of garlic-oating. Fresh 
from the fields, garlic has a fine puu- 
gout aroma; as an articlo of dict ib is 
eminently wholesome, and its univer- 
sal cousnmption is believed to Lave 
a distinctly beneficial influence upon 
the pnblio health. ‘This inflaenos, 
according to the latest theory, lies in 
the faot that garlic, when received into 
the system, has the effeot of destroging 
tho bacteria which are supposed to 
inbabit the baman blood, and from the 
presence of which spring all disorders of 
afebrilenature. Itmay bossid, there. 
fore, that Nature revenges herself for 





























the ontrages of man by making use of 
tho most disagreeable remedies to shield 
him from the results of his own apathy 
aud folly, Bat there is another point 
about the natural conditions of the 
North referred to by our Correspondent, 
on which we touched ourselves some 
wooks ago. We refer to what be calls 
the saspeoted impregnation of the soil 
with certain valuable chemical sub- 
stauces which can be profitably utilised. 
It is not only true, as we have pointed 
out, that Peking affords one of most 
conclusive practical examples of the 
disinfectant attributes of earth, but that 
tho soil itself possesses certain peculiarly 
valuable properties, Attention was 
drawn to this years aud yoara ago by 
one of the old French missionaries, and 
roosutly referred to by ourselves. Wo 
allude to the presence of nitre, among 
other things. Now nitre, whioh is used 
as a manure, aud very efficacious in 
tho prosorvation of meat, is gouerated 
spontanoonsly in the soil by the gradual 
decomposition of animal matters, and 
crystullises upon the surface of the 
ground, It oocara in Egypt, India, 
aud Porsia as woll as in the plain of 
Chibli, where its presence exercises a 
benign inflacnce upon the crops and ine 
direotly also on the goneral hoalth of 
the people, ‘This substance is indeod 
of inestimable value in the case of 
persons who like the poorer olass in 
Peking feed on animals that have died 
a patural death, aud it is owing almost 
ontirely to it that epidemios aro virtually 
unkuown among them. Ono shudders 
to thiuk what ravages would occur 
every now and then if Nature did not 
exorcise this salutary providenoo over 
those who are so little able to take 
care of themselves. There cau be no 
doubt that were it not for these count. 
eraoting agencies the population of the 
Northern Capital would be subject to 
periodical pests of extremely virulent 
typo. In Shanghai we live undor na. 
tural conditions far lesa favourable to 
health. The soil, so far from being 
dry and porous, is viscid and malari- 
ons, Inatoad of tho disagreoable though 
beneficent dust-storms of the north, 
whioh choke bat purify, we have mists 
and water-fogs the effoots of which are 
distivetly dangerous to health. ‘Tho 
praotico resorted to by the Chinese of 
distributing dead bodies over the face 
of the coautry, enolosed in rotten cof- 
fios many of which are broken open, 
canuo’ but exercise a deleterious influ- 
ence upon the neighbourhood. Muni- 
cipal arrangements in Shanghai itself 
are no doubt excellent as far as they 
go, bat of course they cannot oxtond 
to the surroanding fields, and it is 
there that one great source of the un- 
healthiness of Shanghai is to be found. 
The difference betwoon Peking and 
Shanghai, hygienically speaking, lies 
in this—that in the former place Na- 
tare exorts herself to couuteract the 
defective arrangemeuts of man, while 
hero we have to exert ourselves to 
counteract the hostile influences of Na- 
tare. 
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TRAVELLERS’ DIFFICULTIES IN THE 
INTSRIOR. 

Howsver various may be the expe- 
riences, aud diverse the literary styles, 
of travellers through the remoter pur- 
lieus of the Chinese Empire, there is 
one feature in the accounts they give 
which is scarcely ever absent. All 
have some tale to tell of the obstruc- 
tiveness of Chinese officials. We had 
goasion to refer to one instance of 
this ouly the other day, in commenting 
on the case of Count Szechenyi and 
the present Viceroy of Nanking. Not 
only do the authorities both high and 
low appear to take a pleasure in thwart- 
ing the plans of travellers, but 
openly ignore the passports with w 
the foreigners have been provided by 
the Chinese Government, and have even 
been known to-speak disrespectfully 
of the Tsung-li Yaméu. It is clear 
enough that mach of the authority 
med by China over her outlying 
district is extremely feeble, not to 
merely nominal ; and the compara 
immunity of the high officers ia such 
places from or i 




















e of by them to treat 
foreign discourtesy, This 
may arise from different canses. Tho 
Goveruor, or the Tao-t'ai, or whoever 
the official may bo, is possibly of a 
cantankerous or suspicious nature. He 
hates the foreigner because be 
foreigner, and does all he can to put 
obstruotions in bis way. Or there may 
be some fancied grounds for sus; 
as to the traveller’s object in journey. 
ing so far out of the beaten track, He 
may be a spy—a scout of some poten- 
tially hostile couutry, come to spy ont 
the nakedness of the land, and armed 
with evgives of possible future attack 
in the shape of note-books, levels, and 
sneroid barometers. But whatever 
may be the predisposing agent, the 
fact remains that official obstraction 
Constitutes one of the most serious in. 
conveniences to foreign travellers in 
Obius, and that the most cordial pre- 
Timinary assurances on the part of the 
Central Government often prove in- 
effectual and delusive when put to the 
test ia 8 Yamén situated a few thou- 
sand miles away. 

. It is pleasant, therefore, to moot with 
testimony which forms a striking con- 
trast to that borne by the generality 
of foreign travellers, Mr. Audrow 
Dalgleish, who has receutly paid a visit 
of much interest to Chinese Turkestan, 
addresses a letter to our coutemporary 
the Pioneer in which he places on record 
the deep obligations of gratitude he 
feels towards the officials in that coun- 
try for their nnvarying kindness to 
him. “Here was 1,” he writes, “an 
insignificant stranger, a common trader, 
manifestly a poor and struggling man, 
unprovided with any sort of credentials 
from my own Government, with no sort 
of official status, unable to speak a word 
of Chinese, (though knowing Tarkish 
and Persian woll), aud yet, from first 
to Inst, treated by the Chinese officials 
with perfeot justice and great kindness 


























and cordiality. Iam not,” he continues, 
a0 foolish as to suppose that this was 
due to any peculiar merits of my own, 
Of course I behaved myself properly 
throughout, conformed to all local laws 
aud regalations, and avoided ranning 
counter to any local customs and pre- 
jadices; but all this is quite insuficient 
to explain the marked goodwill ex- 
hibited towards me, which must be I 
believe attributed to two causes.” Mr, 
Dalgleish then proceeds to enlarge 
upon the “ two causes” in question, 
and his reasonings will probably create 
ome small surprise. Iu the first 
place, he thinks it is dae to the “in. 
herent goodn of the Chinese 
official system ; in the second place, to 
the thoroughly friendly disposition of 
the Chinese Government towards Eng. 
land. Both propositious are startling, 
and Mr. Dalgleish apparently feels that 
they will be so regarded, as he enters 
upon a defence of them nt considerable 
length, With respeot to the former, 
ho says that in spite of the unequal 
characters of the viduals who com. 
pose the official body, le believes that, 
as a body, they are animated by a 
desire to do right. The officialdom of 
China onght to subscribe to proseut 
Mr. Dalgleish with a very handsome 
testimonial for Lis good opinion. At 
times they make mistakes,” allows Mr, 
Dalgleish with laudable oandonr, “at 
times things far from right are dono; 
bat this can almost always be traced 
to the machinations of, and deceptions 
practised on them by, the nuscrapulous 
indigenous Mobammedan subordinate 
ageney, on whom the Chinese officials 
have to rely as extensively as onr 
British officials in India have to rely 
upon the natives here.” It is diffionlt, 
nt first sight, to believe that Mr. 
Dalgleish is serious in attributing all 

































the corruptions of officialdom in the| ® 


Chinese Empire to Mohammedan sub- 
ordinates ; and if we wrong him in so 
doing, we must point out that in any 
case he has only accounted for official 
irregularities in Chinese Turkestan, 
How about those in the Highteen Pro. 
28, where the Mohammedan element 
is numerically insignificant ? We agree 
with Mr. Dalgleish that the Chinese 
mandarin is often “a good fellow,” but 
to deny that with halfn-dozen ex- 
ceptions the civil officers of Ohina 
are corrapt to the very backbone 
is to deny the testimony of Consors, 
of the Chinese people themselves, 
and of all authorities upon the subject. 
‘The love-of-England theory is to our 
mind more untenable still. There is 
no Chinaman in the Empire, we believe, 
of whom it would be trae to say that 
“he loveth our nation.” Even Mr. 
Dalgleish argues against his own theory 
by the unpatriotic avowal that in his 
opinion England lias doue no good to 
China but rather harm. No; a far 
likelior solution of the difficulty is we 
think to be found ia the very frots on 
which the writer modestly lays no 
stress. It is astonishing how soon a 



























bumptious mandariu will change his 








tone when he fiuds that he has to do 
with a foreigner who combines dignity 
with a gracefal concession to Chinese 
etiquette aud usages. That this will 
not, of course, prove a key to difficulties 
in dealing with mandarins under all 
circumstances is true enough ; but it 
will smoothe the way considerably, It 
is most desirable that foreigners should 
appreciate to the fullest degree tho 
power they may wield by deference to 
Chineso prejudices, and care nob to 
offend or shock, Whether the officials 
iu Turkestan are made of more amiable 
material than their confréres in the 
Eighteen Provinces is a question on 
which we have no information, As a 
role, the military maudariv, with his 
bluff, easy ways, is a better follow 
than his pampered civil colleague, and 
the rough-and-ready life in those dia- 
tant regions may inspire a spirit of 
greater bonhommie than that which 
prevails in China Proper. Of one thing, 





however, we may be eure; that the 
more frequent the appearance of pesce- 
fal travellers in the purlieus of the

the more accustomed the 
will got to the notion of their 
lessness, and that by a consistent 
policy of courtesy aud forbearance all

Frow tho Report of the Commissioner 
of Customs at Ningpo for last year we 
learn that the trade of the port has con- 
siderably increased during 1881. “This, he 
,” hus been satisfactory to the consumer 

Revenue ; leas #0, though, to 
din trade and to producers and 
that is to say, to most mer- 
chauts it was not profitable, although no 
failures of any importanco have occurred, 
‘Pho capital of the large business honge of 
former days is uow loaned out to 
younger members of the firms, and witl 
them also more small traders have come 
in, who are glad to receive in return a 
small per-contago—say, 6 per cont, to 7 
per cent, per aunum—for their money. 
Owing to the greater number thus engaged 





































in the trade, a very keen competition is

ported at the samme timé imply lower ratos

“Tho agriculturist also has suffered 
what during the past yenr. His crops 
of rice, ete., have turned out very well, but 
the exttle plague has been very destructive 
and caused severe losses, and heavy raing 
and wind during the autumn. killed’a large 
portion of the cotton crop in this neigh- 
bourhood, ‘The price of grain, moreov 
has been very low, owing to the additional 
supplies from the Yangtze, thus leaving 
the farmer but a very small retuca on 
what he had to dispose of in the market,

him, This guild, it is said, pays a fixed 
amount yearly for Likin ; aud i€ it happens 
that a larger quantity than that which forms 
the basis of the existing Likin arrange- 
ment is imported, so much the better for 
the guild. ‘Phe yuild keeps agents in Sha 
hai to watch purchases made fur this market. 
Tho total value of tho uet imports of 
Cotton Goods during last year amounted 
to Hk, Tis, 1,220, 349, showing an increase 
of Hk. is.” 25,837 over 1880; but the 
increase in the quantity of these goods 
imported is proportionally much larger 
than the increase in the total value of them.

Foreign Cotton fabrics will remain in favour 
with the Natives who prefer them on 
account of their lightness in weight and 
more respectable appearance ; though, from 
a purely economical point of view, Nativ 
Cloth, owing to its greater durability, is 
now, and will continue to be, preferred by 
many and extensively used.” Groy Shirt- 
ings increased 34,539 pieces to 931,869 
pieces; White Shirtings rose to 35,031 
pieces, with an increase of 5,032 pieces; 
and Dyed Shirtings made the very re- 
markable increase of 44,284 pieces. Of 
the last-named, 51,936 pieces were im- 
ported in 1881,’ and’ 7632 pieces only in 
1880. These Shirtings are mostly printed 
with patterns which find great favour for 
women’s and children’s clothing. 7-Cloths 
increased by 7,535 pieces, English Jeaus 
by 3,630 pieces, and Turkey Red Cloths by 
2,691 pieces.

“Phe toothsome and wholesome bitter 
orange of thi n would prove an 
invaluable acquisition, but mere private 
enterprise is hardly adequate to the under- 
takings of its acclimatization, aud I must 
fain stop here. 

“ Many years ago I called attention to 
tho desirability of acclimatizing the yale 
in the cold rogions of the Union. ‘That 
tho animal would thrivo in elevated por- 
tions of the north is evident from the 
success that las attended its acclimatization 
in France; although not from an industrial 
point of view. It could be profitable only 
where winters are too severe for the 
domestic cow to flourish. ‘Cho yak or 
“grunting ox,” boephagus (Bos grinniens) 
endures gold like the reindeer, and ascends 
acolivities with almost goat-like agility 
carrying over two hundred weight ; it 
superior milk for butter and cheose, its 
hair is valuable for texti its

The pictures are painted 
colours on glass generally, but tlere are 
some on silk, paper, aud bamboo leaves, 
made up into books, or rolls. Some of the 
rolls cost as much as 20 strings of cash, 
whilst the mirror kinds are sold for a score 
or two of cash, retail, aud much cheaper 
wholesale.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZErTES. 

September 24th.—(1) A Memorial from 
Préng Teu-hsien requests that honorary 
titles may be bestowed on the Spirit of the 
Palladium Tomple of Huang-pi District 
and the Spirit of Mu-lan Shan. On prayer 
being made to the f.rmer, the grain was 
left unharmed by a plague of locusts. ‘The 
Nien-fei (Filchers) attacking the city in 
1859, were put to flight by the miraculous 
appearance of this spirit in the form of a 
man of vast size in ancient garb who from 
the wall directed the troops. To the north 
of the district city ia the Mu-lau Hill, which 


























rises in precipitous terraces. There was a 
temple on the hill, said to be in honour of 
a famous maid, Mu-lan, who served in the 
army instead of her father ; died a virgin 
full of age and honours, and is buried on 
the north of the hill. In times of flood or 
drought or pestilence prayers to her are 
immediately answered. In 1862 when the 
rebels arrived, before the fort that the 
inhabitants were building on the hill was 
completed, the fort was hidden in red 
vapour so that the rebels dared not ap- 
proach. ‘The spirit thus saved several 
thousand lives. In 1865 when another 
inroad of the rebels occurred, the people 
fled to the fort like ants. The rebels sud- 
denly retreated, and those who pursued 
them reported that they had seen on the 
hill the banners ofan army regularly arrayed 
and a man in full armour directing their 
movements, This is another instance of 
divine protection. Now that the Empire 
t peace and the people joyfully pursue 
their vocations, it is meet to ask some 
recognition of the di id which was 
vouchsafed in days of tro (See Gazette 
of 30th August.) 

@ Wei Jung-kuang requests that, as 
the law directs, an Honorary Portal may 
be erected to Hu-shih, mother of the late 
Magistrate of Yang-lu, who subscribed 
over Tis. 1,000 for the deepening of the 
North Dyke Canal which bounds three 
districts and is thirty li in length, and for 
the repair of brides over it.

SATURDAY'S PAPER HUNT.

Paper hunting is a very enjoyable sport 
where all is favourable ; slight difficulties 
interfere little with enthusiastic members. 
Saturday, we must confoss, was not a daj 
to produce a cheerful glow of health an 
satisfaction on the faces of the starters ; 
however, there wereno spectators to remark 
on this, Strict punctuality was observed ;

Signor Patierno, the 
man of many parts, had soveral oppor- 
tunities of displaying his vorsatility, of 
which he made the most. Signora Bertolini 
sang and acted well as Berta. cho- 
ruses, as usual, were weak, ‘Tho pieco was 
very Well dressed ; but the stage director, 
whoovor ho may be, did not display much 
judgment in the selection of scenery.

THE FIRE SEASON. 
To the Editor of the 
Notu-Curva Darcy News. 


‘Sm,—Tho winter fire season has com- 
monced. Within the short space of less than 
two wooks two big fires havo occurred, and 
soveral-littlo ones were nipped in the bud 
by either the presence of mind of tho 
inmates or the timely assistance of the 
neighbours, People feol unsafe as the 
weather grows cold, for then it is generally 
very dry and hand- and foot-warmer: 
broughtinto use, not to speak of the various 
other ways the Chinese employ to keep 
themselves from freezing. ‘The greatest 
danger, however, lies in joss-worshipping. 
In various alleys, especially those inhabited 
by the Cantonese, one sees small joss-stioks 














and candles stuck on the wooden walls out- 
side their doors, and joss-papers burnt, with 
great carelessness. A slight puff of wind will 
carry the fire toa great distance. Almost 
every night from 8 till 12 o'clock this kind 
of joss-pidyin is going on, and of course 
those who live anywhere near tho worship- 
pers undergo great danger. The police 
cannot stop the religious rites, but they 
can at least keep watch over those alloys, 
enter them aud seo that the ca 

placed not too clo: 
the houses, and that papers are buent with 
better care, It doos not interfere with the 
duty of the polico, if on their beat they step 
into the alleys and seo that everything is 
going onright. At any rate some measures 
should be adopted to ensure the safety of 
the community from the most terrible of 
all foes—Fire,
